refM)rt.     'I'he  larK<"<t  portion  eauie  from  iiichmotul  iiulf,    ea>i  eoaxt  of  Hudson 
liay.   where  17  out  of  a  total  of  2o  marine  sp"(ies  ui'ie  ulitjiined. 

The  species  represented  nive  support  to  lln'  distriliution  tlieorv  advanieil 
on  previous  oceasioiis.  i.r.  that  nu>sl  of  the  hydroids  of  the  north  temper.ite  seas, 
in  all  the  families,  with  the  exception  of  the  l'lumularid;e,  which,  in  any  ea-e. 

is  not  weM  repri'.sented,  li;ive  had  their  orijcin  in  some  Arctii ntre  from  which 

there  has  oeen  a  circumpolar  distriliutior>  anil  from  this  di-lriliiiiiun,  -oiithward 
al(»n){  each  coast  of  each  continent. 

No  now  species  has  r.ppcared  in  the  collection.  Of  the  •_'."i  iieirine  species 
obiainpd,  Ahirtninrin  iirmiti  was  found  only  in  ttie  Heriins  sea  ne^r  the  Aliutian 
inlands.  I'rcv'ously,  it  had  not  heen  reported  farther  north  than  \;incou\ii 
iHlnnd.  Of  the  remainiuK  24.  unly  one  species  had  hitherto  Ik-  '<  found  in  ilic 
Pacific,  and  not  to  the  eastward.  This  was  llijilntvliniii  liri'.npiuu  .ilitaiiied  from 
(ftthriola  pass  i2()  miles  from  the  IfioloKicul  Station,  N.maif.io,  Ht'.i  in  II>21, 
and  just  'escrilied  t  a  new  .species.  If  time  of  collectiuK  were  considered. 
Bernard        'lour  would  he  the  ori)(inal  locality. 

The  •  '  species  reporteil  farther  east  and  not  in  the  I'acihc  are  donolhiirfrn 
lo!'<>ni.  Utnecium  heani  and  Siln{iinof)>ti!<  altrruillma.  The  tirst  two  .ire  common 
-necies  on  the  ea,stern  Caiuidian  coasts,  as  well  as  in  iMiropean  waters,  and  the\ 
'■ivp  not  a])peared  .so  very  far  alield  since  the  former  was  cdllei'ted  in  Hudson 
>•  ..it  and  the  latter  in  tiudson  hay.  Siinf/inopsit!  (lUirtiillncn  was  first  reported 
fro'-'  Davi.s  strait.  The  only  other  appearani'c  until  now  was  in  sonu'  injiirrial 
(•(•llected  near  Cheticamp,  ("ape  Breton,  in  1917. 

A  table  will  show  the  comparative  distrihulimi.  The  Arctic  refers  largely 
to  the  European  Arctic,  althoURli  it  incluiles  the  (Ireenlanil  area  as  well. 

Besides  the  marine  material,  some  specimens  df  ////</»«  were  collected  liy 
Mr.  Johfinsen,  hut  they  were  not  in  good  enough  condition  for  classilicMtiun. 
Some  of  them  were  ohtaiiud  in  a  creek  at  Bernanl  harhour,  Dolphin  and  I'fiioii 
strait,  August  6,  I'Jlo.  .lohansen's  record  is  as  follows:  ".\ttaehed  to  the 
underside  of  stones  in  the  streaming  water  were  many  (fully  outstretched  ca. 
lii  mm.  long)  Hi/iIra  species  of  the  following  colour:  suctorial  disc  at  hind  end, 
pale  ro.sa;  this  colour  getting  first  pah'r  hut  afterw  .riLs  increasing  in  intensity 
forwards;   front  end,  strongly  rosa;    the  8  tentacle     pale." 

Somp  other  .specimens  were  ohtained  at  Ko  ^snevik,  Alaskan  coast,  hut 
they  were  not  kept,  and  the  particulars  are  meagre.  His  note  is  as  follows: 
"June  25,  1914.    Konganevik  (Camden  hay),  Alaskan  arctic  coast.    In  a  tundra 
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pond  I  fdimd  iittjiclicd  to  walci-  plant-  uiiinitc,  1  cm.  lonj;  (fully  outstn't<lic'(l, 
inclii(iin)!;  the  five  arms),  Ixiuiht  i-cil  II  i  <i  six'cics  formini?  their  typical  known 
spores  on  the  side  of  the  'stalk.'  I  tried  to  keep  them  alive,  hut  they  died  and 
rotted  later.
